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Plainfield, a City of approximately six square miles, is located at the 
foothills of the Watchung Mountains, in the western part of the County of 
Union, in a comparatively level section; is provided with an excellent 
climate with abundance of pure and wholesome water from artesian wells; 
has one of the finest school systems in the state; churches of many denomin- 
ations; adequate fire and police protection; well paved streets, and over 
116 miles of sanitary and storm sewers, 


Plainfield is about twenty-four miles from New York City, on the 
main line of the Central Railroad of New Jersey, the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad and the Reading Railroad, all operating between New York and 
Philadelphia. There is excellent train service, with a 45 minute running 
time of express trains to New York City. Highway Routes Nos. 25, 26, 
28 and 29 run through or near Plainfield. 


The chief industries are manufacture of printing presses, automobile 
trucks and parts, wood-working machines, clothing and hats. 


The products of the surrounding country, aside from general manu- 
facturing located along the railroads, are from farms, specializing in milk, 
eggs and vegetables. 


Municipal buildings consist of City Hall, Police Headquarters, Fire 
Department Headquarters and two local company houses, thirteen public 
school buildings, public library and art gallery—the fourth oldest in the 
State. 


Modern buildings house the Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A., Y.M. — Y.W.H.A. 
Plainfield has an active Chamber of Commerce, up-to-date department 
stores, Post Office Building, Hospital, six banks, seven building and loan 
associations and an armory, as well as private schools known the country 
over. Plainfield also has many recreational and social attractions, possess- 
ing two large parks within its borders supervised and controlled by the 
County, several golf clubs, fraternal and service clubs, 
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MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


January 1, 1938 | 


To the Honorable President and Members 
of the Common Council: 


Gentlemen: 

The year 1937 was, all things considered, a prosperous one for the 
city of Plainfield. 

The city’s revenues from sources within our control exceeded the 
budgeted estimates, and normal expenditures were held within the budget. 
Emergency expenditures were made in amount $34,000, of which $17,500 
was for the repairs of Fire Headquarters. 

Tax collections have been good. Of the 1936 levy, only $4,000 had to 
be taken by the city in tax title liens, out of a total of $2,000,000. During 
the year the debt of the city for all purposes has been reduced from 
$4,809,000, which was the figure on Jan. 1, 1987, to $4,630,000, the 
figure today — a reduction of $179,000. 

Meanwhile our physical property, that is, our streets, sewers, struc- 
tures, and fire and police equipment, has been maintained and improved. 
By the construction of storm water sewers, done chiefly with WPA labor, 
about 100 acres of land within the city limits formerly subject to overflow, 
has been reclaimed and made available for development and building. We 
have gone ahead. 

I spoke of the city’s revenue from sources within our control. During 
the year we met with a serious loss in revenue from one source beyond 
our control, namely, the franchise tax. This tax, which is levied by the 
state on the utilities, is apportioned to the municipalities by the state 
authorities. In the apportionment for 1987, they cut the amount due 
Plainfield from $81,000 to $54,000. We believe the cut was improper. 
Under the State Budget Act, that cut must be reflected in our 19388 
estimated budget receipts, unless we can have the matter corrected through 
legislation or court action. 

I am working on this subject in conjunction with the officials of 80 
New Jersey municipalities similarly affected. It is very serious, for as it 
stands now, not only must we make up through local taxation the $27,000 
lost to us in 1937, but we may only anticipate $54,000 receipts from this 
source in 1938; so that the net effect on our 1938 budget would be to 
increase the amount to be raised by local taxation by twice $27,000, or 
$54,000. That is nine points on the tax rate. 


POLICE 


During 1938 the chief of police and one lieutenant will retire for age. 
I recommend that these places be filled by competitive examination open 
to men of the force as was done in the case of our present fire chief. My 
suggestion is that you engage the temporary services of a competent, dis- 
interested examiner, who will examine the force and make his findings as 
to the best available men. 


When the present fire chief was chosen we secured the services of an 
examiner from the New York Fire Department. More recent examinations 
for promotion in the Police Department were successfully conducted by a 
retired official of the New York Police Department, The examination 
should be conducted early in the year as the first retirement occurs in April. 


FIRE HYDRANTS 


In my message last January, I spoke of the high cost of fire hydrant 
service. During the year a committee was appointed by the Council to 
investigate it, of which I was a member. The committee, with the volun- 
teer aid of A. W. Drake, held a conference with, the president and the 
counsel of the Plainfield-Union Water Company, and the Public Utility 
Commissioners, as a result of which we were permitted to examine some of 
the records of the Water Company. We found what we believe to be an 
overcharge of approximately $6,000 a year for 1937, and a like amount for 
1936. For how many prior years this obtains we are unable to say.

Requests made to the Water Company over the past three months for 
another conference, and the privilege to investigate further, have been met 
with polite procrastination. I recommend that another committee be ap- 
pointed by your honorable body to pursue the question, and that payments 
on account of fire hydrant service be discontinued until the account is 
audited and adjusted. 


RELIEF 


In common with all municipalities especially those with considerable 
industrial populations, we are experiencing a heavy increase in the cost of 
relief. During December, so-called outside relief cost $7,000. In June 
the figure was only $3,100. Some of the increase is seasonal, but most of 
it is due to the business recession. 


At present we are being reimbursed by the state for all approved 
expenditures in excess of $38,550 per month; but there is no certainty of the 
continuance of state aid, In December we had 350 cases on our relief 
rolls. In addition thereto, there were 350 employed by the WPA. Should 
the WPA be discontinued most of those cases would come on the city. 


I, therefore, recommend to your honorable body that you consider 
promptly the advisability of inaugurating other WPA projects to take care 
of the unemployed, when those projects now under way are completed. 
Should the state discontinue its aid, the result would be very serious. A 
close watch should be kept on that situation. 


TRAFFIC 


The traffic congestion in our business section, during the popular 
shopping hours, is working to the disadvantage of our merchants. A com- 
mittee of the 1937 Council has studied parking meters. I recommend to 
you an early decision on that question. 


My own opinion is that parking meters will help, and that the experi- 
ment is worth trying, seeing that it can be done without cost to the city. 
If meters are successful they will return substantial revenues to the city. 
However, I believe that far more can be accomplished by providing public 
parking space near our shopping center. I believe that you will find avail- 
able, at small cost, considerable areas, that could be used for that purpose. 
I hope that you will look into it. 


PLAYGROUNDS 


During the year two playground sites were acquired by the city; one 
in the east end, and one in the west. They are badly needed, I recom- 
mend that the Recreation Commission be authorized to equip them for use, 
and that funds be provided therefor in the budget. The cost will not be 
great. They are necessary to the welfare and development of the city. 


JOINT SEWER 


There is one very serious situation confronting us. The State Board 
of Health, acting upon the complaint of nearby residents, has made an 
examination of the joint sewage disposal plant in Middlesex Borough, and 
found it inadequate. The growth in tributory population has overtaxed its 
capacity. 

On Nov. 17 the officials of the city were served with a formal notice 
by the State Board calling upon us, acting through the Joint Meeting, to 
make extensive alterations and additions to the plant prior to Feb. 23, 1938. 


My understanding is that the operating committee of the Joint Meet- 
ing is preparing plans to meet the emergency, and that they will call for a 
capital expenditure of upwards of $100,000. Of this our share would be 
68 per cent. 


May I urge upon your honorable body prompt attention to this prob- 
lem. You are all members of the Joint Meeting. In order to act intelligent- 
ly upon the subject considerable study will be required. It is important that 
the steps taken now should be the proper ones, Over the late past, palli- 
atives have been applied that have taken care of temporary difficulties, but 
I doubt their long range economy.

It is my hope that a sound engineering solution will be found at this 
time. In my opinion the time for stop gap remedies is past. I counsel 
the fullest cooperation with the State Board of Health in this matter and 
immediate action. 


TAX TITLE LIENS AND CITY PROPERTY 


The city is holding tax title liens amounting at the present time with 
accumulated interest to about $185,000, against property which is assessed 
at approximately $1,000,000. As they stand these liens, or rather the 
properties against which they lie, are a serious financial drain upon the 
city. We receive no tax revenue from them, but we must pay to the 
county and state the county and state taxes. Last year those rates totalled 
85 per cent per $100, which means that the tax title len properties cost 
the city $8,500. 

This difficulty can be corrected by foreclosing the liens. Once the 
properties become city-owned they are exempt from state and county 
taxes unless they are revenue producing. Foreclosure proceedings are 
under way for about half the lien account. I recommend that the rest be 
started immediately. 

As a result of the foreclosures the city will come into possession of a 
great many properties. We already have $45,000 worth from former pro- 
ceedings. To dispose of them advantageously, or to make them revenue 
producing, some of the improved properties will have to be reconditioned. 
I recommend that a committee from your honorable body be created for 
the purpose of managing this city-owned real estate, The same committee 
might take in hand the city property in the west end—the former sewer 
bed site that I recommended be sold in my last annual message. 

I am clear that the city should, without delay, convert those unpro- 
ductive assets into revenue producers, preferably by sale, but where that is 
impracticable, by renting. 

The foregoing are, I think, the prinicpal subjects that will call for your 
immediate consideration. 

Before concluding, may I taka this opportunity to express to the 
Council my high appreciation of the faithful and intelligent service that you 
have given the city in the administration of its affair. However arduous 
the task, it was well done. 

I want also to commend in the highest terms our City Hall staff. They 
are a loyal, energetic and efficient body of men and women with whom I 
feel it a privilege to have been associated. And finally may I say that I am

I am presenting herewith the annual report of the financial accounts 
and transactions of the City of Plainfield for the year ending December 
Sel 937. 


The Consolidated Balance Sheet immediately following reflects the 
City’s financial condition at the beginning and ending of the year. The 
Consolidated Statement of Receipts and Disbursements reflects the several 
sources of income and expenditures made. 


Exhibit “A’”’, the Current Account Balance Sheet in comparative form 
(which controls the Local Budget) gives a complete picture of the City’s 
current operating financial condition as at the beginning and at the ending 
of the year 1937. Statement A-1, Analysis of Current Cash and Surplus 
Revenue Account as of December 31, 1937, shows an available cash sur-

The improvement of the City’s current financial condition as shown 
above is due primarily to the decrease of tax delinquency from December 
31, 1933 of $1,063,712.00 to $730,353.00 on December 31, 1937; also 
sound financing over a period of years preventing over-expenditures of 
appropriations, over-estimates wf revenues, and the building up of reserves 
to offset tax delinquencies. A diligent and persevering tax collector who 
enforces collections through holding tax sales regularly and following the 
liens to a final conclusion assists materially in maintaining this position. 


Miscellaneous Revenues, Statement A-3-1, shows a net deficit of $22,- 
373.90 which was primarily due to the loss in the amount of Franchise tax 
apportionment and interest on taxes and assessments. This is the first 
deficit in Anticipated Miscellaneous Revenues in the City of Plainfield in 
more than twelve years. 


Tax Revenues for 1937, Statement A-12, shows a net valuation tax- 
able of $60,428,362.00 times the rate of 3.90 per $100.00.

The Tax Title Liens of the City of Plainfield are considered well in 
hand. The peak was reached as of December 31, 1933 when the tax title 
liens with the accumulated taxes reached a total of $388,685.00 as against 
$216,693.00 on December 31, 1937. It is hoped that this amount will be 
greatly decreased during the year 1938. 


The current financial condition of the City of Plainfield for more than 
two years has been such that it could have operated under the Cash Basis 
Act. This, however, is not permissable under the present law until 1944. 


Foreclosed Property Statement, A-18, shows on January 1, 1937, a 
total of $4,356.95 on three properties and on December 31, 1937 a total 
of $49,788.18 on fourteen properties. During the year four properties 
were sold at approximately $14,400.00 of which $10,035.98 remained un- 
paid on December 31, 1937. Two properties were taken over for public 
use leaving thirteen properties in the name of the City on December 31, 
1937.

During the last twelve years more than $1,500,000.00 of special as- 
sessments has been levied and confirmed against specially benefitted prop- 
erty. As of December 31, 1937, the records show $51,696.97 remaining 
unpaid in the special assessment account together with approximately 
$69,000.00 in special assessments which remains unpaid in the Tax Title 
Lien account. 

You will note, in the statement above, opposite the Assessment Bonds 
of $101,000.00 there is $58,259.39 in the Sinking Fund pledged to their 
payment. I consider this an excellent record for the reason that this class 
of improvements, in recent years, has caused financial embarrassment to 
many municipalities.

The bonds of the Pension Commission are purchased for investment, and with the 
probability of being held to maturity. As nearly all bonds are purchased at a premium 
but are carried at par value, the premium is absorbed into the Expense Account. Should 
a bond be purchased for less than par, the book value is increased to par and any dif- 
ference credited as income. This method is approved by the State Department and 
avoids a yearly amortization of premium on bonds from the date of purchase to the 
date of maturity. 


The yield is figured on the cost at the time of purchase, to maturity.

SCHOOL SAFETY PATROL 


Safety patrols are functioning successfully in twelve public schools, 
one high school, and parochial schools. The Plainfield High School has its 
own patrol system. Junior Safety Councils and Safety Clubs are function- 
ing in all our schools, The patrol members are the executive body of the 
Council and clubs, and the delegates from various classes attend these 
meetings at which time they discuss their safety problems and receive 
safety instructions to carry to their classmates. Violations of safety are 
reported to each classroom teacher and serious violations are brought be- 
fore the student body. 


All schools are working under a set of standards for patr 
down by the Plainfield Area Safety Council, and has the wee of ae 
National Safety Council, The patrol chiefs report weekly in regard to 
their activities and any problems that they may have. By using the Voice 
of Safety Car we are able to check each patrol daily while they are on 
duty thus keeping the patrol up to standard. Safety pictures and plays 
ae a ura coe ane Sage safety lessons and posters are sup- 
plied by the A.A.A, e teachers ar :

On June 5th, 1937, our third annual Safety Patrol outi 

in Greenbrook Park, Plainfield, New Jersey. Al Safety pare Mass 
Plainfield Area were invited to participate. The outing was held from 9:00 
A.M. to 4:30 P.M. with 560 Patrol members present. All games and sports 
were under the direction of the Plainfield Recreation Commission and Miss 
Whitford, the school nurse, donated her services. I am glad to report

however, that not a single child was hurt during the outing. Refreshments 
were furnished by the Plainfield Area Safety Council. Sandwiches, milk, 
ice cream, and candy were supplied with plenty for each child. Band music 
was played from the ‘“‘Voice of Safety’ for the entertainment of the chil- 
dren. All the patrols were delivered to and from the park in busses, The 
entire outing was under the personal supervision of Officer Walter M. 
Browne of the Accident Bureau and was assisted by Mrs. Daniel Reif- 
sneider, Chairman of the Child Safety Committee of the Plainfield Area 
Safety Council. 


All members of the Safety Patrol who have served four months or 
more of satisfactory service, were awarded a certificate of service from the 
Plainfield Area Safety Council. I am pleased to report that there were only 
three minor injuries to school children during the fiscal school year. 


SAFETY EDUCATION 


During the past year, a driving course was established in the High 
School under the supervision of Mr. Herbert Stine, Physical Director of 
the Plainfield Public Schools, Safety lectures were given in all school 
assemblies and in various classrooms.

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VISITS TO HEADQUARTERS 


Twelve classes of school children made a tour of Headquarters, Four 
Hundred and Twenty of them were fingerprinted for the Citizen’s file. 
Three troops of boy scouts made a tour of Headquarters and 90 were 
fingerprinted. One troop of girl scouts made a tour of Headquarters and 
forty-seven were fingerprinted, 


THE VOICE OF SAFETY 


The Voice of Safety Car, loaned to this department by the Plainfield 
Motor Company, was put into service on June 9, 1936. The following are 
the highlights of the use of the Voice of Safety during 1937: 


On May 7th and 8th the Safety Car was used at Lakehurst, N. J. dur- 
ing the Hindenburg disaster, 


On June 28th, 1937 the Safety Car led the Boy Scout Jamborie 
Parade. 


On July 5th, public firework display, Greenbrook Park. 


On May 22nd, the Safety Car was used in the Rotary Club Field Meet 
at the High School Field. 


On August 24th, 1937 Recreation Commission, City Championship Box- 
ing Bouts, in the High School Field. 


It was also used in five free public band concerts in Greenbrook Park. 
This car has proved very helpful in the handling of large gatherings. 
NEWSBOYS 


Many complaints from the business section of the City were received 
regarding newsboys panhandling, staying out late at night, and involving 
themselves in petty crimes which caused us much worry. In order to 
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break up this practice, and to get the undesirable boys off the street, it was 
necessary to install a system of licensing the newsboys. This system was 
installed in 1936 and to date it has proved very successful. 

For a boy to get a permit to sell papers on the street, he must first 
get working papers from the attendant supervisor of public schools. A copy 
of this paper is brought to Police Headquarters where a badge and a set 
of rules that we expect the boy to live up to is given him. 

As for the boy delivering newspapers, the same regulation applies. 
Instead of having a badge, the delivery boys receive a card with their name, 
address, age, and the name of the persons for whom he delivers papers. 
This system has worked very satisfactorily. : 

To date we have 36 licensed newsboys selling on the street and 57 
delivery boys. Only 9 of these boys have had their badge taken away from 
them. Five of them for stealing papers, two for selling papers after 7:00 
P.M., one for not returning the correct change to a purchaser of a news- 
paper, and one for fighting on the street. These boys have since adjusted 
themselves and have been allowed to the return to the selling of newspapers, 


The following are the rules governing newsboys: 


Not to sell in or around the Theatres. 

Not to sell in front of any store that sells papers. 

Not to be on the street after 7:00 P.M. 

They must keep themselves clean. 

They must not beg or steal. 

They must always return the correct change to a customer. 
They must not go in the rear of stores in the business section, 
They must be courteous at all times. 

Their badge must be worn at all times. 


CRIME PREVENTION 


This department has been very active in other phases of crime preven- 
tion work. We have sponsored a troop of boy scouts and we have five 
delinquent boys under our personal supervision. These boys are progres- 
sing very satisfactorily. The Plainfield Reade Theatres have been very 
cooperative in this work. We now have in the process of formation a 
Crime Prevention File in the Accident Bureau. 


JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 


The problem of Juvenile Delinquency is a very serious one today, for 
many reasons. As statistics will show that in recent years too many major 
crimes have been committed by the youth who is under a voting age. Even 
without these statistics it would appear that there have been certain changes 
in the matter of crimes and criminals in the last generation. Crimes of 
violence have become more common. Ruthless youths using automatics 
and machine guns have been made with startling frequency, The taking 
of human lives has become a common event in gang feuds and the killing 
eee, enforcement officers even greater than ever in the history of this 
nation. 


; In the lives of most of our younz people today, sanctity has been 
forgotten. Religion plays a very small part in their every day habits and 
in a good many cases denied altogether. The habit of industry is not in- 
stilled into the lives of our youth today as it was years ago. The idea of 
making an easy living without working for it is primarily in the minds of 
most of our youth. Given a situation of this kind, the young, the weak, the 
criminally inclined, the lazy, and the shiftless youth, is quite naturaily 
looking for money and automobiles without ever giving a thought to how 
or where or who is going to pay for his dissipations.. Crimes are being 
committed today by the youth of the nation with very little regard of 
the consequences. The old type professional criminal rarely killed his 
victim, and most rarely still a police officer. He counted the cost and he 
knew it did not pay. He had arrived at the age of discretion. Therefore 
the youth, with his agility and total disregard for the law, finds a good 
many of our laws inadequate and very much to his liking. Our present 
state laws concerning the youth should, in many instances, be changed to 
meet most adequately tae problems as they face us today. 
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It has come to my attention that in cases of rape which when the facts 
were gathered, led directly to a meeting of both boy and girl in the cheaper 
motion picture theatre in the City, and I might say from experience that 
while the motion picture houses are not directly responsible for crimes 
which subsequently take place after the parties leave the theatre, it does 
afford the youth a very amiable place to carry out some of his nefarious 
thoughts which eventually leads up to this crime. I would therefore re- 
commend close supervision over such places. This can be brought about 
and is being done at this time by the Police Department of this City. I 
would suggest that a County Committee be appointed, this committee to 
have supervision ever all motion pictures to be shown in this County to 
determine, after examining same, whether or not this motion picture is 
suitable and fit for the youth of our County to witness, The Educational 
Department of the State of New York has been given the power by the 
Legislative Branch of the Government of that State. This Board consists 
of twelve members. 


Small children were attending the local theatre early in the afternoon 
and after seeing the performance twice would fall asleep and remain in the 
theatre until as late as 9:30 and 10:00 P.M.; that the children were allowed 
to take their seats at random in various parts of the theatre; that small 
children continually were panhandling in front of the ticket booth; that 
large group of young men standing in and about the entrance of the theatre 
would make uncomplimentary remarks to young women while passing on 
the sidewalk. We investigated this matter and found that the problem as 
set forth was absolutely true. The matter was taken up with the theatre 
management who was willing to cooperate and to assist us in every possible 
way. We learned from him that on two or three occasions sex perverts 
had mingled with the small children and acts of indecency had been reported 
to him by the parents of the children who had never reported such accounts 
to the police of this city. Two of such perverts being identified by photo- 
graphs kept in the Identification Bureau at Police Headquarters were taken 
into custody and warned to remain away from all motion picture houses in 
this city. Photographs of both were furnished to the ushers. Next, we had 
the section on the left hand side of the theatre reserved for the children 
only. These seats are next to the fire exits. The ushers were instructed by 
the management to see that all children entering the theatre unaccompanied 
by an adult were placed in this section which afforded them protection from 
such perverts and by the same token kept them next to the fire exits. The 
ushers were instructed to make and are making periodic checks on the 
children with instructions that they are to leave the theatre after seeing the 
performance once and that no child is to be sold a ticket unaccompanied by 
an adult after 5:00 P.M. This means that no child is to be in the theatre 
unaccompanied by an adult after 7:30 P.M. 


We have instructed our officers in the theatre district to be on the 
lookout for the youths begging money to purchase tickets. The manage- 
ment and the girl selling the tickets in the booth have been a great aid in 
bringing about a discontinuance of this practice, and I can safely state that 
the practice has been a!most completely abolished. This was further 
brought about by information received at Headquarters that such was going 
on and a radio car dispatched there immediately. The youth, on his first 
offense, was taken home to his parents who were informed of his conduct. 
On the second offense in which case we only had one, the youth was kept 
in Police Headquarters and his parents sent for. This causing them some 
inconvenience, the youth was then properly disciplined. 


I might further add to this report that the problem of Juvenile Delin- 
quency is not only the problem of the school teacher nor is it the work of 
any one organization but that it will require combined efforts and the un- 
tiring vigilance of all our social agencies and with the help of all the hon- 
est and upright citizens. 


The problem child in many cases may be suffering from some sort of 
bodily ailment which condition may not be known by the parent, There- 
fore, I believe that a report from the teacher of this child to the Plainfield 
Delinquency Council may bring about an immediate readjustment of the 
child. In many cases, however, the lack of proper parental supervision 
whether through indifference or ignorance is the direct cause of the delin- 
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quency of that child and I firmly believe that where such ignorance and in- 
difference on the part of the parents can be shown a member of the Detec- 
tive Bureau should make a personal call and inform them of the conduct 
of their child, and further instruct them that if such conduct does not show 
a marked improvement they are likely to be brought into court and ar- 
raigned before the City Judge. 

In closing, may I state that to attack this serious problem and to 
bring about some marked degree in the delinquency by the youth of this 
County, there should be a united effort on the part of all social agencies 
accompanied by the right thinking citizens who are willing to aid and lend 
what support they can; that a Juvenile Delinquency Cotincil be organized 
in every city, town, and borough in this County so as they can be familiar 
with each problem which is called to their attention in their respective 
communities, and have a representative from each of these councils attend 
the regular monthly meeting of the superior council of the County which 
is to be held at the Union County Court House in Elizabeth, New Jersey.

ACCIDENTS: 


The total accidents which were reported during the year 1937 were 
468. This is a 17% increase over 1936. 418 of these accidents were in- 


vestigated by radio police. 


FATALITIES: 


Plainfield has had an increase of three fatal accidents, which is an 
increase of 50% over the year 1936. This was due to tne large number 
of pedestrian accidents in which we found that most of the pedestrians 
were at fault. This clearly points out to us that a serious study must be 
made of the pedestrian problem. 


WEATHER AND ROAD CONDITIONS: 


The effect of weather and road conditions on accidents clearly em- 
phasizes the part that much discussed factor; the human element plays in 
traffic collisions. In rainy and snowy weather traffic slows up to such an 
extent that should an accident occur the consequences are much less severe 
than under more favorable conditions. 


TYPE OF ACCIDENTS: 


While accidents known as a collision between two or more vehicles 
occurs with more frequency than any other type, it does not claim the 
greatest number of deaths in a year, On the contrary, the accidents in- 
volving pedestrians caused most of our deaths during the past year. The 
third most frequent type of accident is that involving collisions with fixed 
objects, such as poles and trees. 


DIRECTION OF TRAVEL: 
Strange as it may seem, drivers get into more difficulties when their 
direction is straight ahead. This is due in most cases to poor judgment 
on the part of the driver. 


SEX OF DRIVERS: 


Much has been said about the respective merits of male and female 
drivers, The figures, however, speak for themselves. 


ACTION OF PEDESTRIANS: 


While drivers are responsible for many accidents involving pedestrians, 
the pedestrian himself would have lower casualty record if common sense 
was used in his use of tha streets. His greatest fault is jay walking both 
at and between intersections. 


_ Four common practices that come within the scope of this dangerous 
habit are crossing between intersections, crossing against the signal, cross- 
ing diagonally, and stepping out from behind parked vehicles. 


CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


_ I respectfully submit to your Honorable Body my annual report of the 
ao of the City of Plainfield for the year ending December 


This Department installed a two-way police radio system on May 17th, 
1934 consisting of a main station and four squad cars all equipped to both 
receive and transmit messages. The personnel of this branch of service 
consists of three Sergeants and twelve men. In order that every section of 
this City might have better police protection at all hours, the City was 
divided into eleven districts of which eight districts were covered by foot 
patrolmen and three districts by the radio division with a radio car in each 
district and one car kept in reserve. Each of these cars are equipped with 
a first aid kit, search light, fire extinguisher, night sticks, riot gun, and 
tear gas bombs. During the course of the past year, this radio patrolling 
has become one of great necessity and without its operation little could be 
accomplished in the line of quick apprehension of criminals. 

The set installed in 1934 has well earned the amount which it cost 
and under the present ruling of the Federal Communications Commissions 
it will be necessary for us to install this year, before October 13th. an en- 
tire new set to be crystal controlled or better and that all stations from 
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October 13th which have operated on frequencies assigned by the Federal 
Communications Commissions on regular schedule and not under experi- 
mental condition as is at present operated. 


This change over is due to the variance in frequencies of various sta- 
tions not crystal controlled and partly to the new ruling of the Federal 
Communications Commissions beyond which we have no control, I would 
therefore recommend that a new system to meet the requirements of the 
Federal Communications Commissions be provided and installed at the 
earliest possible moment so that no delay will occur and that we may 
continue operation of our radio system after October 13th. 


A Safety Division was added to this Department and a survey made 
of the City with various recommendations made out and for which we 
received honorable mention by the National Safety Council with a result 
gratifying to all concerned and more fully explained by the analysis set 
forth in this report. The personnel of this department consists of one 
patrolman assigned to this particular work and that of school traffic. 


Our Bureau of Identification and Photography has been greatly im- 
proved by the addition of up-to-date paraphernalia and the taking of non- 
criminal fingerprints established during the year 1936 has continued since 
with gratifying results. Our Bureau of Identification and Photography is 
at present in need of a proper washing tank for photographs, and I respect- 
fully recommend the purchase of a suitable washer for this Bureau. 


The Detective Bureau has had an especially busy year as more fully 
explained in this report. Our Department may well be a source of great 
satisfaction and civic pride to its citizens. In every branch of police en- 
deavor the department has, during the past year, provided its greatest 
value in the prevention of crime and the apprehension of perpetrators of 
such law violations and infractions as were committed particularly in the 
quick apprehension of a murdered who not only ruthlessly killed a woman 
but also her daughter, I would recommend the purchase of two Thompson 
Machine Guns with ammunition to cover any situation which might arise 
as to the possibilities of payroll and bank holdups. It is a known fact to 
the criminal that they will not venture very far into a territory where it 
is known that that territory is equipped with machine guns and if by the 
purchase of two of these guns we could save a holdup, it would, in my 
opinion, be money well spent. 


During the past year a Crime Prevention Bureau or Juvenile Delin- 
quency Council was established and it is my belief that a Bureau of this 
kind with properly trained officers and better equipment would accomplish 
a great deal along the lines more fully set forth in this report. 


During the year, the City Court has taken in, in court cost alone, a 
total of $3,651.25 and our report set forth shows a total number of cases 
heard by our City Court in a figure of 7,308 or two thousand more cases 
passed through our court in the year 1937 over that of 1936, and in this 
respect the volume of detailed work in this office has greatly increased and 
has placed a great strain upon those now employed in endeavoring to keep 
this work up, and I would recommend that an additional clerk be employed 
in order to relieve some of this condition and also to assist in other parts 
of police work such as in the Safety Division and in the Detective Bureau. 
It is truly important that as a court of record competent and sufficient help 
should be employed to secure the proper records. 


During the past year two officers were retired on pension and two new 
men were placed on our payroll to cover these retirements still leaving our 
quota undermanned by three men, and I would respectfully recommend that 
three new men be secured for the purpose of bringing our quota up to 
standard and that an additional three men be put on our payroll in order 
that we may better patrol the city. At the present time, particularly during 
the evening when the rush of commuters is on, two of our radio cars are 
completely tied up doing traffic duty. Should an emergency arise due to 
this particular condition, a delay in the proper discharge in our radio car 
duty might possibly mean the non-apprehension of a criminal. The em- 
ployment of these replacement men and additional men would not only 
bring our quota up to standard, but would give this much needed protec- 
tion to our citizens. 


Al 


I would further recommend the purchase and installation of a new 
sergeant’s desk at Police Headquarters and also an inhalator. In anticipa- 
tion of the possibilities of the parking meters throughout the business sec- 
tion of the city, I would recommend the purchase of a service-car for the 
proper collection and checking of these meters and also a new motor- 
cycle for department use. 

I am happy to be able to state that the city was, during the past year 
free from serious crimes. This is, of course, a condition that delights every 
Chief of Police. Proud to know that his men are filling their obligations 
to the City which they are sworn to cheerfully serve and proud, in turn, 
to his fellow citizens because of their cooperation and law abiding conduct. 
Plainfield is fortunate because of the absence of crimes of a major nature, 
and I hope that in years to come she will not pass from this high estate. 
My recommendations which I respectfully submitted for your consideration 
and approval are few in number but important. 

In previous years I have asked that traffic lights be installed in the 
city and the results have been more than justified by your decision. Where 


these lights have been placed, the movement of traffic has been facilitated — 


to a marked degree and that is the result now to be desired, I would 
recommend that further installation of lights at the corners where care- 
ful survey has demonstrated their necessity which are as follows: 


At Watchung Avenue and East Second Street, to be synchronized with 
the light now at East Front Street and Watchung Avenue; one at Watch- 
ung Avenue and East Fourth Street; one at West Front Street and Mad- 
ison Avenue; and one at Richmond and East Third Streets. 


Once more I urge that the office of the Corporation Counsel be repre- 
sented daily in our Police Court. His presence is needed not only in the 
proper presentment of cases for the prosecution, but also to lend his aid to 
the defendant brought before the bar of justice for trial. It is the earnest 
desire of every policeman to secure as many convictions as possible, when 
the defendants are guilty, and it is just as much his desire to see the accused 
go free when his innocence is brought to light. The presence of the legal 
mind in our Police Court will aid in this result. 


In conclusion, I wish to say that the Department has had a most suc- 
cessful year. The men entrusted with public safety in this city; the Mayor 
and members of the Common Council have been willing and eager to con- 
tribute towards the proper conduct of the Department and I wish to take 
this opportunity of expressing, to all, my thanks and appreciation for their 
support, and the many acts of kindness extended during the year.

HYDRANTS 


There is a total of 559 hydrants within the City Limits and 4 just over 
the City Line, which make a grand total of 563 hydrants. 


FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH SYSTEM 


The system is of the Gamewell type with 96 fire alarm boxes, 13 of 
which are private. During the year 5 boxes were changed from the old 
type to the new three-fold type with quick action doors, There are ap- 
proximately 56% miles of overhead wires. A 15 inch gong is located in 
each of the outside Fire Stations; an 18 inch gong with three 10 inch 
tappers and one 6 inch tapper at Fire Headquarters, one 12 inch gong at 
Police Headquarters and 6 inch tappers are located at the Electric and 
Gas Company’s plants and other places of importance. One 10 circuit 
automatic repeator, one 12 circuit switch-board with instruments mounted 
on it for testing and recharging of batteries, one house circuit and one 
local battery circuit in Headquarters, and 6 outside circuits are in use. 
One alarm transmitter and four alarm registers with paper take-up reels 
are installed in the various Fire Stations. There are four 60 inch battery 
racks with 118 cells for operating the Alarm System and one 12 circuit 
protector board. One Sterling 5 horsepower electric siren with one remote 
control switch. There are eight rectifiers. The power for charging the 
batteries is furnished by the Public Service Electric and Gas Company. 
One 10 trunk telephone switchboard with four trunk lines and ten exten- 
sions is in service. 


POLICE ALARM SIGNAL SYSTEM 


The system is of the Gamewell type with ten Standard Police Boxes 
with recall lights and horns, one of which is private and nine of which are 
located on pedestals. By order of the Police Board, during the year 1935, 
six police boxes which were located on poles have been removed; eleven 
police boxes located on poles are out of service but have not been removed 
and four police boxes which were located on pedestals have been removed. 
There are about 40 miles of overhead wires and about 1% miles of under- 
ground cable which is used jointly with the Fire Alarm Telegraph System. 
Also, 2% miles of Police line has been removed and the salvaged wire has 
been re-used. The following gamewell equipment is installed at Fire 
Headquarters: one (1) 160 inch battery rack with 54 two-volt cells and 
two (2) rectifiers. The following equipment is installed at Police Head- 
quarters: a switchboard with a time clock stamp, a four-circuit punching 
machine and a telephone for making calls to Police Boxes. 


TRAFFIC SIGNAL SYSTEM 


There are traffic lights at sixteen (16) intersections also one (1) all 
red traffic signal and bell, which light is manually operated from Fire 
Headquarters, During 1937 the two intersection timer at the corners of 
East Seventh Street, Watchung and Crescent Avenues was changed to a 
three intersection timer. 


INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS 


2,000 inspections of business and factory buildings were made through- 
out the City during the year 1937. These inspections are made by the 
members of this department while on their “‘off shift.” 


SPECIAL ASSIGNMENTS 


475 special assignments were made during the year 19387 such as 
theatre details, etc. These details are also made by the members of this 
department on their “off shift.” 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


I recommend the purchase of 750 feet of 2% inch cotton, rubber lined 
and wax and gum treated fire hose. 

I recommend the purchase of four (4) new P. N. I. Successive, Non- 
Interfering Fire Alarm boxes and replacement of four (4) old type boxes 
with the new type. 

I recommend that eight (8) additional men be added to the fire 
fighting force. 

I recommend the purchase of one truck chassis. This chassis to re- 
place the one now out of service at the South Avenue’ Station. The 
equipment on the truck now out of service to be transferred to the new 
chassis. 

It is my pleasure to extend to your Honorable Body my sincere appreci- 
ation for your co-operation and take this occasion to express my recogni- 
tion of the loyal and valuable services rendered by the Officers and Mem- 
bers of the Department and the Press of the City of Plainfield. I also 
tender my thanks and appreciation for their valued assistance,

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CITY ENGINEER 
STREET AND SEWER DEPARTMENT 1937 


December 31, 1937 


To the Honorable, Mayor and Common Council of the 
City of Plainfield, New Jersey. 


Gentlemen :— 

I submit herewith the Aniual Report of the Street and Sewer Depart- 
ment for the year 1937. 

The construction programme for the year consisted of the following 
projects. 

1. Storm Sewer in Right-of-Way, Woodmere Place, Sleepy Hollow 
Lane and Hilltop Road. 

2. Storm Sewer in West Sixth Street, from New Street to Liberty 
Street. 
3. Storm Sewer in Berkeley Avenue, from Osborne Avenue to Den- 
mark Road. 

4. Storm Sewer in Monroe Avenue, from West Fourth Street to West 
Sixth Street. 

5. Storm Sewer in Hillside Avenue, from Putnam Avenue to Sunny- 
side Place. 

6. Paving Forest Hill. 

7. Gas, Water and Sanitary Sewer Service connections in Forest Hill. 

8. Paving Ransome Place. 

9. Paving depressions in the trolley track area on West Front Street 
from Park Avenue to Jefferson Avenue; on Hast Front Street from Park 
Avenue to Watchung Avenue; on Watchung Avenue from East Front 
Street to East Fifth Street; on Richmond Street from East Second Street 
to East Fifth Street and on East Second Street from Berckman Street to 
Netherwood Avenue. 

10. Cedar Brook Storm Sewer from North Avenue east of Berckman 
Street, through right-of-way to Johnston Avenue; in Johnston Avenue to 
East Third Street and in East Third Street from Johnston Avenue to 
Terrill Road, 

Projects No. 1 to 5 inclusive were constructed in cooperation with the 
Works Progress Administration. The five projects represent an increase 
oe 1.00 mile to our storm sewerage system at a cost of $138,000.00 to the 

ity. 

Project No. 6. Under the provisions of Local Improvement Ordin- 
ance No. 307, Forest Hill was graded and paved with bituminous macadam. 
The contract was awarded to George Townley, North Plainfield, N. J., the 
total cost being $3,871.83, all of which was assessed against abutting 
property. Nothing charged to the City. 

Project No. 7. Local Improvement Ordinance No. 309 provided for 
the construction of service connections in Forest Hill to the gas, water and 
sanitary sewer mains before paving the street. The contract was awarded 


to George Townley, North Plainfield, N. J. The total cost of $458.86 was — 


assessed against the lots benefited. Nothing charged to the City. 


Project No. 8. Local Improvement Ordinance No. 308 provided for 
the improvement of Ransome Place by grading, constructing combined 
curbs and gutters of concrete and paving the roadway with bituminous 
macadam six (6) inches thick. This work was done in cooperation with 
the Works Progress Administration, The City financed operations and the 
Works Progress Administration furnished all labor. The cost of mate- 
rials, equipment and engineering amounting to $1891.47 was assessed upon 
the abutting properties. Nothing charged to the City at large. 


Project No. 9. In accordance with the provisions of a resolution of 
the Common Council, which made a special appropriation of $5,000.00, the 
Street Division covered all depression in the unused trolley track area of 


East and West Front Streets, Watchung Avenue, Richmond Street and 
East Second Strect, 
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Project No. 10. General Improvement Ordinance No. 1036 provides 
for the construction of the last section of Cedar Brook Storm Sewer. 
This section begins at North Avenue approximately 576 feet east of Berck- 
man Street and passes through various right-of-ways to Johnston Avenue 
near East Third Street; thense in Johnston Avenue to East Third Street 
and in East Third Street from Johnston Avenue to Terrill Road, a total 
length of approximately 6,000 feet. Construction work started the first 
of September and approximately 1,000 lin. ft. of sewer has been completed 
to date. The project is providing work every day for 350 men and will 
be the means of properly draining the whole Cedar Brook Valley in the 
East End of the City, when completed. The estimated cost of the whole 
project is $335,000.00 All labor is to be supplied by the Works Progress 
Administration at an estimated cost of $235,000.00 The City is to finance 
the cost of materials, equipment and supplies and at the completion of the 
work the County of Union has agreed to reimburse the City to the extent 
of 50% of the cost of all materials used. 


Our programme of resurfacing 300,000 sq. yds. of macadam pave- 
ments each year fell a little short this year. 285,000 sq. yds. were treated 
which makes a total of 887,000 sq. yds. treated in three years, in addition 
to 12,000 sq. yds. of cinder streets treated in 1936. During 19388 the 
remaining yardage will be treated plus some of those streets treated during 
1935, the year our present programme was started. 


In accordance with resolutions of the Common Council, inspection was 
furnished for sanitary sewer extensions in Sleepy Nook Way and the ex- 
tension of Sleepy Hollow Lane, These two projects were constructed 
under private contract by the owners of the abutting lands. 


The Sewer Division continued the usual routine of cleaning sanitary 
and storm sewers and patrolling the seven pumping stations. No serious 
“break-downs’”” were recorded throughout the year and approximately 
fifty (50) miles of sewers were cleaned of roots and other obstructions. 
Two new pumps were installed in pumping station No. 1 (Rock Avenue) 
which leaves one more new pump to be installed to complete the replace- 
ment of all machinery in the station.

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FIFTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE RECREATION 
COMMISSION 


To the Honorable, The Mayor and Common Council of the 
City of Plainfield, N. J. 

The Recreation Commission submits herewith the fifteenth annual 
report of activities conducted during the past year ending December 31st, 
1937. 

In viewing last year’s work of the Recreation Commission several im- 
portant items appear for the first time. 

There is more participation by adults than in any other year. At 
the same time the eleven (11) playgrounds, which are equipped with ap- 
paratus, show a decrease in attendance which was due to the withdrawal of 
WPA workers during the year. There were no funds to replace these 
workers, therefore the project suffered through the lack of leadership to 
maintain existing facilities. 

High School Field was available for the first time from May to Sep- 
tember. This added facility allowed for an expansion of the softball and 
junior baseball program. . 

During the past year a new activity was set up in the form of a play 
ground boxing tournament that was held at the High School Field in 
August, in which there were thirty-three (33) bouts with an attendance of 
twenty-two hundred (2200). 

The year 1937 marked what we hope will be the beginning of an 
adequate playground system, since the city obtained two lots, one on the 
east side and one on the west side of the city. Both properties were turned 
over to the Recreation Commission by the city for development in 19388. 


The indoor facilities showed a marked increase through the splendid 
cooperation of the Board of Education in providing the use of its school 
buildings, and for the first time every available gym space was used five 
nights a week and in some cases Six. 


It is our hope that for the year 1988 sufficient funds will be appro- 
priated for an expansion of cultural activities. 


The Recreation Commission is greatly indebted to the WPA in provid- 
ing leadership for this program. To the NYA for its assignment of boys 
and girls during the year. To the Courier-News for its disseminating of 
news of activities. To the Jewish Community Center for the use of its 
pool. To the Fire Department for its assistance in the promotion of street 
showers, To the Board of Education for its splendid cooperation in per- 
mitting us the use of its buildings, grounds and gymnasiums. To the 
Police Department for its wholehearted support in the solution of our 
problems. To the Shade Tree Commission for the use of its truck, and 
finally to the year round staff for their trustworthy performance of duty.

The incidence of scarlet fever and diphtheria has taken a decided drop 
during this year. Pneumonia has shown a marked increase in the number 
of cases, It is anticipated that some arrangement can be made in the near 
future for the supply of therapeutic serum for the treatment of this in- 
fection. 


Typing service and an adequate supply of serum available at all times 
will greatly reduce the high percentage of pneumonia deaths noted in the 
following tabulation of communicable diseases.

Continued extensive studies have been conducted during the year with 
respect to chemical sterilization of eating and drinking utensils in public 
establishments. 


Considerable research has also been carried out concerning the sani- 
tary significance of dippers used in the dispensing of ice cream. 


This year a Wassermann test was made a mandatory requirement in 
the physical examination of foodhandlers. All persons showing positive 
reactions are allowed to continue work providing they are non-infectious 
and receive treatment. It is felt that this has been an important case 
finding and treatment insuring factor,

The $8,053.50 item as shown on WPA Sponsor’s Share in September, includes 
$7,738.50 for transportation of WPA workers. This item is not normally a relief item, 
but was charged against relief appropriations because no provision had been made in 
the municipal budget to care for this item.

SFAC REIMBURSEMENT 


Under an arrangement with the State Financial Assistance Commis- 
sion it was agreed that the Commission would reimburse the City of Plain- 
field in 1987 for all direct relief expenditures in excess of $3,350 monthly. 
Costs of administration and other non-reimbursable items such as the cost 
of operation of the Welfare House, were to be borne entirely by the city. 


During 1937, the city received the following amounts from the State 
Financial Assistance Commission:

CHANGES IN ADMINISTRATION 


During the year several major changes in methods of administering 
public assistance were undertaken. Following the recommendations of a 
study made in May, 1936, by the Community Chests and Councils, Inc., of 
New York for the Council of Social Agencies of Plainfield, the Welfare 
Committee of the Common Council determined to combine the offices of 
the Overseer of the Poor and the Emergency Relief Department, which 
had been administering temporary emergency relief. This was accomplished 


on May 1, 1987. 


HOSPITAL CARE 


In May, an arrangement was made with the SFAC whereby relief 
cases given hospital care would be subject to reimbursement at the rate 
of $1.75 per day per patient, if a regular relief order were issued to cover 
the case. Efforts to make these arrangements retroactive to January 1, 
were successful. Thus a large part of the city’s 1937 appropriation of 
$12,000 to Muhlenberg Hospital, for the care of indigent sick, was re- 
turned by the State. 

The following Table shows the number of relief cases given hospital 
care during the year. ;

V. N. A. CARE 


Effective July 1 another arrangement was made with the Commission, 
so that upon issuance of relief orders covering the service, Visiting Nurse 
care to relief clients became a reimbursable item, and continued for the 
balance of the year. Thus a portion of the city’s appropriation of $3000 
to the Visiting Nurse Association was returned to the city by the State. 

The following Table shows the number of visits made to relief families 
by the V.N.A., from July through December 1937. Inasmuch as no re- 
imbursement was obtained from the State for the first six months of the 
year, accurate figures are not available for this period.

WELFARE HOUSE 


In the survey made by the Community Chests and Councils, it had 
been recommended that the Welfare House be closed. The Welfare Com- 
mittee believed that inasmuch as only normal people not needing nursing 
or hospital attention could be cared for at the Home, it would be much 
more humane to remove from them the stigma of pauperism by boarding 
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them in private homes. In addition to providing happier surroundings for 
the clients, the move would result in distinct savings of money for the city. 
Ten of the inmates would be eligible for Old Age Assistance, if they were 
removed from the Institution. Inasmuch as the city was already paying 
County taxes for Old Age Assistance, a double expense was being incur- 
red by caring for these persons at the Welfare House. 

The remaining clients were not eligible for Old Age Assistance. The 
regulations of the State Financial Assistance Commission forbade reim- 
bursement on clients maintained in any Institution. However, if these in- 
mates were transferred to private homes, the cost of carrying them would 
be borne partially by the State. Therefore, on September 1, the Welfare 
House was closed and clients were transferred to private homes. 


DOMESTIC RELATIONS CASES 


In addition to disbursing direct relief, the Department gave numerous 
other special services. Domestic relations and non-support problems were 
handled as a regular function of the Department. Where possible, ad- 
justments in these cases were made, and reconciliations effected without 
recourse to court action. : 

Of the 124 domestic relation cases handled during the year, 29 were 
placed under court order to provide for their dependents. In the balance 
a friendly adjustment was made. In 75 cases, either through court order or 
at the request of the clients themselves, regular support payments were 
made through this office. The sum of $8,554.09 was received, and has 
been paid to those for whom it was intended, At the end of the year, 28 
payment cases were being carried as active accounts. In the others, family 
adjustments had been made, and the accounts were closed. 


SEWING ROOM PROJECTS 


The Department sponsored and supervised the operation of two Works 
Progress Administration Sewing Room Projects in the city. These Sewing 
Rooms employed an average of 40 former relief clients throughout the 
year. The WPA paid all wages, and the city bore the costs of rental, heat, 
light and power, and contributed toward the cost of materials used. The 
total cost for the city for 1987 was $2,259.92. Effective January LO Sie 
the State Financial Assistance Commission reimbursed the city at the rate 
of $6.00 per month for each relief client working on the projects. There- 
fore, the actual cost to the city for the operation of these projects was only 
a small portion of the original outlay. 


Previous to August 19387, all articles produced were sent to a District 
WPA Warehouse, and this Department requisitioned articles as needed. 
It was felt that this arrangement was not entirely satisfactory, as there 
were delays in receiving articles required. Therefore, beginning August 
27, 1937, arrangements were made whereby all articles produced locally 
were turned over directly to this Department for distribution. Naturally 
the availability of these articles saved the city large sums which otherwise 
would have been spent for clothing for relief clients. 

The following Table shows the distribution of articles under the two 
systems.

GOVERNMENT GIFT PRODUCTS 


During 1937, to continue to meet the national problem arising from a 
surplus of farm products, the Federal Government again distributed surplus 
commodities. The government purchased excess stocks of produce and pro- 
vided for their consumption by distributing them to needy persons who 
otherwise would not be able to obtain them, This assured the use of such 
commodities by those who needed them, without curtailing any normal 
purchase of these same or comparable commodities. 

Locally, the commodities were distributed under the supervision of 
the Welfare Department. The products, by Federal regulation, were given 
as a gift by the government with the proviso that they be in addition to the 
regular relief which clients received. 

Two methods of distribution were used—either articles were distri- 
buted to clients through retail grocery stores, or were distributed direct 
to the clients by the Welfare Department. 

The following Table shows amounts and articles given out during the 
year, and methods of distribution.

Cc. C. C, ENROLLMENT 


All enrollments for the Civilian Conservation Corps were handled 
through this office. During the year, applications from 70 boys were taken. 
Of these, because of CCC quota restrictions, only 36 white and 7 colored 
boys were accepted. The $25.00 a month sent home to the parents of each 
did much to lighten the city’s relief burden for these families. | 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


The Department worked in close cooperation with the County Welfare 
Board in assisting applicants for Old Age Assistance to fill out application 
forms, Through our efforts, 65 individuals were given consideration for 
this type of assistance by the County Welfare Board. 


OTHER SERVICES 


No brief recital of the activities of a Welfare Department and an ex- 
planation of the cases actually given financial assistance, can show ade- 
quately the widely diversified services rendered the community. Simple 
unemployment cases often require the greatest amounts of relief,“but the 
least care and attention. Other cases, not needing actual relief, and never 
showing on a relief report, often are given a much greater amount .of time 


and care. Approximately 300 cases were given services, but financial 
assistance was found not to be necessary. 


CONCLUSION 


The outlook for 1938 is not particularly promising. In November, due 
to adverse business conditions, the case load increased in alarming propor- 
tions. By December 31, the active case load had increased to 398 cases 
as compared with a low for the year in May of 177 cases. 
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The present direct relief case load, plus approximately 400 relief 
cases carried on the Federal Works Program, and administered separately 
from this Department, makes a total of more than 800 cases being given 
public assistance in Plainfield. These figures do not include Old Age 
Assistance and State Board of Children’s Guardians cases carried by the 
County. The grand total compares with the peak load carried at the height 
of the depression. 


In conclusion, may I express my gratitude to the Mayor, the Common 
Council, and the Welfare Committee composed of Mrs. Anita S. Quarles, 
Chairman, Mr. Ralph J. Slonim and Mr. Dixon C. Philips, for their active 
help, understanding and splendid cooperation. 


Appreciation is also extended to all public officials, Social Welfare 
Agencies, and private individuals who have so ably assisted in our work. 
Special thanks is given to all members of the Department for their loyalty 
and untiring efforts to serve the community during very difficult times.
